That there are two Bides to every 
caao may bo an eternal truth ; but that 
ono side is not always much nffectod 
by tho othor boa been clearly demon- 
strated by the lino of argumont ('/) 
adopted in opposition to Confederation. 
Tho onttle-fiah blackens tho wator to 
escape from bin enomios, bnt he dees 
not always escape : nay, in blackening 
tho water he betrays liimself to tho 
watchful spectators. Some people, in 
their opposition to Confederation, use 
figures very muoh as tho cuttle»nsh does 
tho inky substance it emits. Tho dom- 
inent feeling produced by a perusal of 
Dr. Helmcken's letters must bo ono of 
rogret that such talents and so muoh 
industry should bo so ill appliod. It 
wonld be a weary task, it would prob- 
ably bo an unprofitable one, to follow 
tho Doctor through all his inky way; 
yot a few remarks direotod towards a 
distinct proposition categorically laid 
down in his last letter may not bo 
deemed altogo! ar inadmissible, "My 
proposition," says the Doctor, " is that 
British Columbia has a business yield- 
ing four hundred thousand dollars per 
anuum, aud which she does not wish 
to part with.''

Why, then, scok 
U au r history, contradiot facts and 
mlslaaa the people by asserting a pro- 
position so palpably fallacious t Ibo 
colonists may not want to "part with' 
their business ; but they assuredly want 
to bo released from the political disa- 
bilities under which they labor; tbey 
want to have something to say in the 
management of their business, and not 
leave it wholly in the hands of irres- 
ponsible managers and clerks, who are 
conducting it to tho Bankrupt Court 
and pocketing the entiro proceeds. 
"Young man, do you know what rela- 
tions you sustain in this world 1" en- 
quired a Minister of a young man of his 
charge. "Yes, sir,'* quickly replied 
the hopeful youth, * two cousins and a 
grandmother, but I don't mean to sus- 
tain them muoh lengor." Tho colonists 
mean what thoy say. They decline 
longer to suBtain in semi-idleness and in 
utter wantonness not " two cousins and 
a grandmothor," but a whole ?ost oi 
officials, who either cannot or will not 
manago tho affairs of tho colony with 
any degree of economy and success. 
In truth, the bottle-nosed whale is 
doomed. It has been permitted too 
long to prey upon good eatable 
fish; tho wrath of the Colonists is 
kindled against it 5 every mariner is 
about to sharpen his harpoon and make 
short work ot it, and all the Dootors in 
the Colony cannot save it. 'Tin a 
whale at poas," says an Amoricau gen- 
tlemun ai tho boarding-houso dinner, 
and straightway empties tho whole 
contents of the dish ir.to his own platter.

Confodora- 
tionists ore ridiculod bucauso tboy as- 
sort that Canada wants this Colony 
and will take it on terms financially un- 
profitable to hor and profitable to ns ; 
but it is to be feared that this arises 
from inability on the part of such per- 
sons to olcvato thoir vision so as to view 
the question from a national and patri- 
otic standpoint. Tho sum of the whole 
matter ia this ; Confedcratiooists ns» 
sort that they aro prcparod to insist 
upon terms financially advantageous 
to this colony; Canadian Ministers say 
they aro proparcd to concodo terms 
which will be financially unprofitable hi 
the Federal Treasury. Why do »°t 
objectors and doubtors unito with £>Pn- 
federationists and put both to the 'est? 
A united effort to obtain ten«s that 
will, beyond all controversy, provo ad- 
vantageous to this colony is what we 
desiro"; and surely tho previous moments 
yet left in which to do th's ought not to 
be frilterod away in wo-dy and unprofit- 
able discussions abuut abstract princi- 
ples, with which we really, have little or 
no practical concorr. Once more, there- 
fore, wo anpeal to all, of whatever shade 
of political belie/, to come together upon 
a platform whJoh is surely wide enough 
to accommodate all'.
